Special attention is being paid to security 
arrangements for a trip by the DCI to Pascagoula , 
Mississippi, scheduled for 9 and 10 March. An individual 
considered by this Office to be a threat to the DCI has 
been arrested several times on various charges in 
Pascagoula. Two armed DCI agents will accompany the 
Director during this trip* Local authorities and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation have been alerted.

Two armed DCI agents will 
be with the DCI during this trip and local authorities and 
the FBI have been alerted. fC]
